NIHILIST PLOTS. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT ON: THE LIFE ‘OP THE CZAR. 


St. PETERsRunG, Feb. 2.—For some time 
past ithas been rumored that another plot 
against the life of the Czar has been discov- 
ered, and that a large numbef of arrests had 
been made in connection with it. Such re- 
ports being far from rare, the news did not 
cause the degree of alarm which would arise 
in any country at the spread of a report to 
tne effect that the life of the Chief Executive 
had been in danger. In many of the alarm- 
ing reports of the nature referred to circu- 
lated here the police, it is said, have 
had a hand in originating the news, 
but this time it seems that there 
isno doubt that a genuine plot to assassinate 
the Czar was recently discovered, as already 
previously intimated in these dispatches. 
The police profess to know absolutely noth- 
ing about the matter, but from other sources 
it is learned that the conspirators planned to 
murder the Czar while he was on his way to 
the Fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, sit- 
uated on an island on the River Neuva, upon 
the occasion of the funeral, on January 2 
last, ofthe Grand Duke Constantine, uncle 
of the Czar. The body of the Grand Duke 
was removed, on the day referred to, from 
this city tothe fortress mentioned, and was 
from there deposited in the Cathedral of St. 
Peter. 

Upon the occasion of the funeral the Czar, 
Prince Oscar of Sweden and all the Russian 
Grand Dukes followed the dier on foot, the 
Carina and Grand Duchesses following in 
carriages. 

The conspirators, it would seem, planned 
to kill the Czar while he was on the way to 
the Cathedral, but were arrested before they 
could carry out the plot. A number of mili- 
tary and several naval officers, two of 
whom have since committed suicide, 
are said to have been concerned in 
the conspiracy. Twenty students, several 


minor officers of the Government and a num- 


ber of other people are under arrest charged 


with belmg concerned, directly or indfrectig, 


with the latest attempt to kill the Czar. 

The news of the discovery of this plot has 
been carefully kept from the ears of the 
Cvarina,whose health is said to be so delicate 
that any severe shock might prove fatal to 
her mind, even if it did not cause her death.

SHERMAN TO RETIRE 


The Ohio Senator a Weary and Disap- 
pointed Man. 


SECRETARY FOSTER TO BECOME HIS 
POLITICAL HEIR. 


— 


The Resignation Decided on Long Ago— 
Single-Tax Reformers, Present Their 
Platform—Ex.-Gov. Gray Seeks a Step- 
ping- Stone to the Senate—Gresham the 
Third Party Candidate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 29.—An Ohio poli- 
ticlan, who has a national reputation, is au- 
thority for the statement that Senator John 
Sherman does not expect to serve out the 


term to which he was elected by the Ohio 


Legislature last January. From an inside of- 
ficial source it is learned that he has made up 
his mind to retire to private life. The date 
has not been fixed definitely, and it may be 
denied tor the present that he contemplates 
taking such a step, but a few of Mr. Sher- 
man’s closest friends declare that it is a fact, 
and the formal announcement’ will be forth- 
coming in due time. The informant talks 
thus: 

Mr. Sherman’s resolution to retire to pri- 
vate life was taken a long time ago. His 
ambition for many years has been to be Pres- 
ident. But when he failed of the fomination 
in 1888 he knew that great ambition of his life 
could never be realized,and he accepted the 
inevitable with as much philosophy as could 
have been expected. There is nothing left in 
the Senate for John Sherman. He has all of 
the glory and honor obtainable in thag body. 
Six years more in the Senate would add 
nothing to his reputation. No man appre- 
clates that fact any more keenly than John 
Sherman himself. He is also sensitive on the 
subject of becoming a back number, which is 
the common fate of the majority of men who 
remain in public life beyond their seventieth 
year. 

He will resign some time next winter, to 
take effect upon the 4th of Maren, 1693. The 
present Legislature of Ohio will then choose 
hig successor, but his resignation will not be 
sent in until it is pretty definitely ascertained 
who will be elected to succeed him. Natur- 
ally Mr. Sherman favors Secretary Foster. 
Mr. Foster has been loyal to him, and now 
Sherman has a chance to reciprocate. Chas. 
Foster, if he lives, will be John Sherman’s 
successor in the Senate. 

Have Sherman and Foster any under- 
standing about the matter?’’ 

“Yes, I believe 0. It was understood last 
fall that Mr. Sherman would retire to private 
life just the same as if he had not been 
elected. Mr. Sherman adheres to that now, 
but of course he would not resign if Foraker 
stood any show to succeed. Mr. Sherman’s

AIMS AT REFORM, 


New Tonk, Feb. 20.—The agitation on the 
subject of taxation has led up to an earnest 
declaration of principles by a number of 
single tax advocates and others enlisted in 


the cause of reform. The platform is as fol- 


lows: 

Believing that public attentionis cencerned as 
never before with the solution of the social prob- 
leme which confront us. we declare our adhesion to 
ies, and we urge on ail Ameri- 
can citizens a careful examination of them, with a 
view to their embodiment in the law: 

l. Taxes should be simple, just, definite and easi- 
ly collected 

y They ought not to restrict production or sav- 
ing, nor to favor individuals at the expense of the 
community. 

. Labor should always be abie to find suitable em- 
ployment, and for this purpose only the use of land 
is absolutely necessary 

. Atax on the rental value of land, exclusive of 
improvements. is direct, equitable. and certainly it 
would encourage production and industry and hin- 
der the withholding of available land from use. It 
would take for public purposes only the value created 
by the public grewth, leaving to labor and capital 
their full earnings, free from all tax. 

Therefore, a single tax on the renta! value of land 
alone is the best possible tax. 

This declaration of principles is signed by 
many men prominent in public life and in 
the professions. wey | of them have been high 
in one or the other of the two great parties, 
and their names will command respectful at- 
tention to the document.

A STATE OF SIEGE. 


Strikers Holding Indianapolis at Their 
Mercy. 


STREET RAILWAY COMPANIES AND EM- 
PLOYES STANDING FIRM. 


Proposals to Arbitrate Rejepted—Many 
Scenes of Violence This Morning—No 
Cars Running—Iron Workers’ Wages 
to Be Scaled—English Miners Will Re- 
sista Reduction of Pay. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 29.—The situation 
in the street car strike to-day is terribly crit- 
ical. All day yesterday and until late last 
night counselors and advisers have persist- 
ently sought President Frenzel and the street 
car brotherhood leaders and tried to gain 
from each some little concession that might 
avert further trouble, At a strikers’ meet- 
ing last night Mayor Sullivan explained that 
if the strikers defeated the city they would 
then have the county to fight and ultimately 
the State and could not hope to win. 

Many prominent citizens urge the men to 
refrain from violence. On the other hand 
President Frenzel has been importuned to 
make a slight concession, and how well these 
go-betweens are succeeding is evidenced by 
the fact that this morning not an attempt has 
been made to move a car. President Frenzel 
cannot be found, butit is reported that he 
and several well-known public men, with 
representatives ofthe strikers, are now try- 
ing to patch up a settlement. 

Despite the rain which 16 falling inces- 
santly, the streets are filled with thousands 
of men, many of whom have ceased work to 
witness any outbreak that may occur. Public 
sentiment is against violence and the pulpit 
unanimously denounce it. Bishop Chatard, 
one of the Board of Arbitration, whose de- 
cision President Frenzel is charged with 
violating and which inspired the strike, has 
issued a manifesto calling upon all Catholics 
to refrain from participating in any violence. 

At 9:30 the company announced that it 
would make no attempt to run cars until 
noon, and probably not then. It is reported 
that nearly all the new men employed by the 
company have been won over by the strikers 
and refuse to take out cars. 

All the labor organizations held secret 
meetings yesterday, but only a guess can be 
made ofthe action taken by them, It is the 
generai opinion, however, that while 

passed resolutions of 
the strikers, 
the tle 
between the strikers and police, give the 
strikers riotous support. It is the sympa- 
thizers who will, in all probability, make the 
trouble. The riots of Saturday were largely 
incited by this class, and to-day they will re- 
ceive no mercy at the handsofthe police.

Police Judge Buskirk held a conference 
with President Dugan of the street car broth - 
erhood, this morning and requested Dugan 
to call bis men off until an arbitration 
step could be taken. The Judge also 
stated that the cars would be without police 
protection until anotherattempt at a com- 
promise was made. Judge Buskirk con- 
tinued the cases of the rioters who were ar- 
rested last Saturday. 

President Frenzel has announced that he 
will not treat with any committee; that his 
position had been plainly, irrevocably made 
public and that the cars are only waiting for 
the protection guaranteed them by the law. 

Judge Buskirk’s position will have to be 
approved by the Mayor before it can be con- 
sidered legal,as in times of riot the city 
charter makes all city officials and employes 
subordinate to the city’s chief magistrate. 
Meanwhile the cityis in a highly agitated 
state, and what an hour may bring forth is 
wholly problematical. 

Anevening paper that has assiduously op- 
posed the strike sent a reporter to the Shelby 
street stables this morning. His identity 
soon became knownand he was set upon by 
the mob collected there. The reporter by a 
stroke of diplomacy lost himself and finally 
succeeded in escaping in u cab. 

Charles Deer, a machinist, employed in the 
Panhandle shops, while goingto work this 
morning was assaulted by the striking ma- 
chinists and almost «killed. The railroad 
company has declared its intention of taking 
the case into the federal court. 

When the policemen who were sworn in 
this morningappeared on the streets they 
were surrounded by the crowds and followed 
from place to place with hoots and 
yells, and all kinds of insults 
were heaped upon them. One of the 
extras was followed a dozen squares 
by an excited crowd and was assaulted and 
badly beaten by the mob. He finally escaped 
and ran intothe-court-house where protec- 
tion was afforded him. The mayorat once 
realized that it would be impossible to run 
the cars under such circumistatices and he 
decided that he would not furnish police pro- 
tection if the company was ool- 
ish enough to demand it with 
a view of starting rs. He 
called President Dugan of the bretherhood to 
his office and asked him to take the strikers 
from the streets and 4 circulating peti- 
tions for the removal of sident Frenzel. 
He then promised that the company should 
not run any cars to-day, and in the mean- 
time an attempt will be made toreacha 
cempromise Of the differences between the 
company and the men. Dugan is now calling 
his men from the streets, and it Is possible 
that the trouble will be averted.

BARILLAS A TYRANT 


— — — 


Guatemala’s President Planning to Per 
petuate His Powers. 


GEN. BARRIOS HELD A PRISONER IN 
His HOTEL. 


He Is the Popular Candidate for the Ex 
ecutive Chair and May Be Removed 
by Assassins—A Country of Plots and 
Insurrections—Incidents in the Career 
of Barillas. . 


New York, Feb. 2.—There is every indica- 
tion in the course pursted by President 
Barillas that he means, if he can, to perpet- 
uate his rule in Guatemala. It is stated in 
San Salvador with great positiveness that 
Gen. Jose Maria Reina Barrios, who some 
time ago returned from San Francisco to run 
as a Candidate for the presidency, isa pris- 
oner in the hotel where he is stopping with 
his family. 

President Barillas, it is alleged, caused 
rumors to be spread to the effect that Barrios 
and other powerful enemies were planning to 
assassinate him. To protect him from this 
alleged danger the President is maintaining 
a constant guard of troops around the hotel. 
Gen. Barrios’ wife, who is an American 
woman, is half crazed through fear that he 
will be murdered. 

The term of Barillas has been full of plot - 
ting and bostilittes. At the outset the con- 


‘trast between his ideas of justice and the 


tyrannical force which had been resorted 
to by the former Dictator Jose Rufino 
Barrios gained him favor. Soon, however,the 
iron hand began to appear. The first evidence 
of this was, perhaps, his suspension of the 
congftitution by executive decree and his 

oning of a Constitutional Assembly to 
carry out Certain measures which he thought 
to be forthe interest of the people. His 
complaint was that the Legislature trenched 
upon the Executive functions. This scheme 
was accomplished without much difficulty, 
but the summary method showed that he 
was capable of dictatorial acts, provided he 
felt justified in the motive. Many changes 
of Cabinets also occurred, and revolutions 
broke out which were suppressed by a series 
of executions of promineut soldiers and citi- ~ 
zens. 

The next great step in the career of Baril- 
las was his attempt last year to overthrow 
Ezeta, who bad brought himself into power 
through a successful revolution, during 
which Menendez, who as has been seen, was 
regarded asa friend of Guatemala, perished, 
During the previous year the movement for 
Central American union had been revived 
and was favored by Barillas in Guatemala 
and by Menendez in Salvador. Since Ezeta 
opposed the project Barillas had a double 
motive in undertaking war against the lat- 
ter. But Guatemala was defeated under cir- 
cumstances which greatly reduced her pres- 
tige and that of Barillas. —

At the Quarantine Hospital yesterday after- 
noon, irs. Pearl Shapphear, a young mar- 
ried woman just convalescing from typhus 
fever, committed suicide by strangling ber- 
gelf in ther bed with the sheet composing a 
portion of the bed-clothes. The strange 
and sad affair, preceded as it was by the 
poor wife’s avowed intention of taking ber 
own life, gained additional pathos from the 
fact that her husband and little children 


were present at Quarantine when the deed 
was committed, and that it was the husband 
himself who first discovered that his sick 
and despondent wife bad taken such a des- 


perate step. 
On Feb. 2, Mrs. Shapphear was sent to 


Quarantine from her boarding piace. No. 
1008 North Seventh street, suffering with the 
Greaded fever brought to st. Louis by the 
Russian Jewish refugees. As is customary in 
guch cases, her husband and children were 
also sent to quarantine to avoid, as far as 
possible, all danger of the typhus fever 
and gaining a foothold in this city 
its progress from family to family. 
No other member of the Shapphear family 
had then been stricken with the fever, 
nor has it yet developed itself among that 
family, but sanitary precaution demanded 
that all be secluded at Quarantine, where 
they have been rigidly watched, and where 
also there are at present nine other typhus 
patients. 

Following her becoming a victim of typhus 
and removalto Quarantine, Mrs. Shapphear 
had been very despondent, although the 
dread disease promised to touch her but 
lightly with its scorching breath. Surrounded 
also by her family it was to be supposed that 
the patient had every — to 
battle bravely «against the 
ease, and any idea that the 
fever would lead the woman to such a des- 
perate deed as self-destruction was never 
entertained by the Quarantine nurses or 

ysicians. But her despondency teemed to 

pen with each day, and yesterday it cul- 
minated in the suicide, successfully carried 
out amidst such unusual surroundings. 
WAS GETTING BETTER. 

Yesterday morning young Mrs. Shapphear, 
so far as the p ess of the fever was con- 
cerned, appeared better than at any time 
during ber few days’ stay at Quar- 
antine. She showed signs of marked 
improvement, and shortly 
noon, onl a little time 
she deliberately ended her own Life, she had 
taken some nourishment, administered by 
one of the nurses, But even then the poor 
woman must bave 3 deciued upon the 
means and manner of her self-destruction, 
because in less than an hour 
she had ut it into execution with 
pathetic deliberation, Only in the brief time 

Able between the visits Of the nurses or of 
he suicide’s husband and children to her 
bedside could her desperate pian be carried 
out, and Mrs, Shappheur had evidentiy 
calmly awaited that moment, and then in 
the quiet hush of the sick ward gone quickly 
about her awful work. 

STRANGE MEANS OF SUICIDE. 

Lying in the Quarantine cot, weak with 
fever, the wife and mother sent her soul in- 
to eternity, ending her life without a weapon 
or any sortand by means against the use of 
which no precaution could be taken save that 
of strapping the poor woman down tothe 
bed. She had taken the sheet from around 
her form, twisted it into a sort of rope, and 
then carefully enveloping her figure and face 
inthe remaining bed-clothes, wrapped the 
sheet tightiy about her throat and 
with awful resolution and courage, deliber- 
ately strangled herself to death without ap- 
parentiy once relenting from her purpose or 
Allowing a cry or groan to escape her. Prob- 
ably it was not many minutes after life had 
left her body that the husband of the 
fever - crazed woman, coming to the 
side of er cot, discouraged that 
she was dead. He noticed the cullar way 
in which the body and face of his wife was 
— in the covering of her sick bed, and 
bastily throwing back the covering saw at 
once that she was dead. The Quarantine 
authorities were at once notified, and it was 
seen at the first glance that the poor woman 
had died from strangulation. 

BEGOED HER HUSBAND FOR A KNIFE. 

Then it was learned that she had been con- 
templating self-destruction tor some days 
past. Mr. Shapphear, the suicide’s husband, 
stated that only the day before his 
wife had asked him tor a knife with 
which she might cut her throat and so 
escape fromthe trouble and sickness that 

med to have almost turned her brain.

The 
noise of the firing aroused the Dyer fam- 
fly from their deep slumbers, which had 
not been disturbed by the thief, and 
an investigation was set on foot. 
It was found that the robber had not ob- 
tained many articles of high quality, but had 
madeup for this deficiency in quantity, as 
he had piled near the house a great heap of 
household linen, preserves, provisions, 
oe and linen.

Four murder cases were docketed for trial 
in the Criminal Court to-day.

Corot liked to relate the history of his 
pictures. Some of them had very strange 
and different fortunes,’’ says Camille Thur- 
wanger, the godson of the great painter, in 
the Feoruary New England Magazine. One 
exhibited in the Salon of 1851 was badly hung 
in a room near the stairs; everybody passed 
it without stopping. One day Corot, seeing 
that nobody paid attegtion to his landscape, 
had the fancy of standing and looking at it, 
thinking to himself that people are like files, 
aud as one lights on a dish, the others will 
follow at once; my presence will r- 
haps attract the passers-by.’

But the 
lady, who had a sweet expression, pulled 
him away, saying, ‘It is frightful, come 
along!” ‘And I said to myself,’ added Corot, 
‘are you satisfied that younow know the 
opinion of the public? So much the worse for 
you!’ That very picture, after wal g sev 
eral vears in his studio without tempting a 
buyer, found an audacious one—as Corot 
called bim—at last, who took it for seven 
hundred francs, andthe purchaser was 80 
glad to get it that he gave a fete to celebrate 
its acquisition. ‘I was kindly invited there, ’ 
said Corot, and received abundance of com 

liments; still, the painting was the same as 

efore when nobody wanted it.

Facts That Inspire One With Respect for 
the Man Who Can Read It. 


From the New York Sun. 

Geographers in Washington have been mak- 
ing studies in the languages of various peo- 
ples with whom we come in contact, wi 
a View to formulating rules for the unifor 
ee of place names. They have foun 
Chinese namesarather hard nut tocrack, 
and in their report they have made some ob- 
servations on the Chinese langue e which 
are calculated to excite surprise that the 
Chinese can read their language at all. 

The rt says that of all existing lan- 
guages 3 is spoken dy the greatest 
number of people, and in consequence of the 
political domination and influence of Obina 
over neighboring States, it has become the 
medium of intercourse among the educated 
eastern Asiatic nations generally. Of the 
many dialects prevaillingin China, the most 
important one is the Kwanhwa, or Mandarin 
dialect, which is the official and literary lan- 
guage of the whole empire, and of the edu- 
cated Chinese in any part ot it. Of the other 
dialects, obtaining mainly in the south- 
eastern Provinces, the more prominent ones 
are the Canton, Swatav, Amoy and Fuchau 
and some minor varieties, all so different 
from one another that the use of any one of 
them will render the speaker quite unintel- 
ligibie to dwellers in other parts of the em- 
pire. The language is monosyliable, — 
sylladle being a root and every root a ; 
it is without Inflection, and the words are 
employed indifferently as one and another 
part of speech; that is to say the same word 
may form substantive, adjective, verb, or 
adverb; and the relation of gender, case, num- 
ber and person is determined by the position 
of the word in the sentence, and dy the use 
of certain auxiliary words. 

As the language possesses no alphabet, the 
Chinese require a different symbol for each 
meaning. All Chinese symbols can de di 
into two main classes, namely, radicals and 
combinations, the latter being formed by the 
addition of strokes to the radical. Native 
philologists, however, divide the sym bois into 
six classes, of which thefirst represents the 
forms of objects numbering 60 or more, and 
includes the 214 radicals which form the basis 
ofevery symbol in the language. 

The second class indicates thin that rep- 
resent ideas by their relative positions. 

The third class of symbols, of which there 
are said to be about 70), represents the com- 
bination of ideas, and they are formed by 
uniting two or more significant characters to 
give the idea of a third. 

The fourth class numbers about 3872 and 
comprises symbols which, being inverted 
either in form or sound, assume different 
meanings. 

The fifth class consists of about 69 symbols, 
which represent borrowed meanings; that is 
areapplied in a double sense, 
and hence have been called metaphorical. 
The sixth class embraces over .o char- 
acters, each being composed of two parts, 
namely, the primitive or phonetic élement, 
which represents acertain sound and which 
also gives the sound of the whole character 
and one of the 214 radicals from the 
class. According to some writers the whole 
number of symbols is over 40,000, of which, 
after deducting the obsolete ones, about , 
000 are said to be in modern use. 

This vast number of symbols is expressed 
by only 400 or 500 syllable sounds, which, by 
way of different Intonation, are increa to 
about 1,500, or accoraing to some authori- 
ties, to only about 1,30. This pecuilar state 
ef affairs makes the language the richest in 
the number of written symbols, but the . 
est in the number of different sounds by 
which these symbols are expre tn the 
living speech; and since the same sound may 
represent sixty or more different words, the 
Chinese, to overcome this difficulty, ux the 
proper meaning by combining the word 
which it is desirable to make understood with 
another bearinga similaror supplementary 
— dy placing. in the case of nouns, 
classifying words between them and the nu- 
merals which precede them.

are still by their ignorance held fast bound in 
political, sociai and moral superstitions. 

Among not only the ignorant but also 
among many well educated people one of the 
most widely prevailing superstitions is that 
of the ‘*State’’—spe with a very bi 

8. During the sixteenth, seventeenth an 
eighteenth centuries people believed in the 
divine rights of kingsand popes. Nowadays, 
poopy, vot hey have outgrown that absurdity, 
they have transferred their superstitious be- 
net to the host of officials who represent 
the State. It 18 amazing what people 
(otherwise independent) will endure from in- 
solent officiais. We allow post-office ins pec- 
tors to open our private letters (for the bene - 
it of detectives) if they in their 

divine wisdom’’ consider them suspicious. 
We allow policemen and detectives and other 
officers of thelaw to commit almost any 
crime, violate almost any law, if they see 
fit. They may club unoffending citizens, may 
break up business meetings of honest labor 
ing men, as they did lately in Chicago, in 
order to revive the anarchist scare; they may 
commit forgery and perjury as in the ‘‘Ding- 
felder’’ case; they may molle pros’’ cases 
against their ‘‘pais,’’ as is done openly every 
day in our city courts; they may hold people 
confined without warrant while ‘‘putting 
the screws on them, and yet our super- 
stitious citizens endure it all and do not even 
protest; it must be right! It is the gov- 
ernment, the State, which does it! 
It is the theory of our political organization 
that the officials are the servants of the peo- 
ple, but in practice, ghe majority regard 
them as their divinely appointed masters. 
Insolent officials not only openly break all 
the laws which do not suit their purposes, 
but insult those citizens who are guilty of the 
tembrity, even in the most humble manner, 
of asking them for information which it 1s 
their legal right to have. I need 
name no names, but we haves striking ex- 
ample of this in our own city to-day. All of 
you are so familiar with it that I can see that 
you understand me already. And yet in 
Spite of all these things the superstitious cit- 
izens pay their taxes and trust on, although 
they well know that numberless saloons go 
scot free because they have a‘pull.’ Itis 
the blind faith which rises above reason— 
superstition !’’ 8 

In tact the most danger is not from the 
‘fred specter’’ of socialism or anarchy, but 
from the redder specter of overbearing 
Officialism, for there is one class of people 
who are tree from all litical superstition 
and those are the politicians themselves. 
As Roosevelt says ‘phere is no 
politics in politics,’ and ‘there 
politicians knowing that government is noth- 
ing divine, nothing supernatural and having 
from long practice learned that government? 
is nothing but business, run it on purely 
business principles, only—like all business 
men—for their own profit, not that 
of somebody else, and these men are 
encouraged, sustained in their course by 
the superstitious citizens. Like the 
ignorant peasantry of the middle ages who 
were fleeced by their spiritual and temporal 
directors, our good citizens undergo the 
spoliation and abuse as if it was part ot a 
divinely appointed order of things. 

The only cure for this as for all other super- 
stitions is knowledge. When people learn 
enough to know that government of 
any kind is simpiy a vast corporation for 
the transaction of business which can- 
not be as weil done by the individual—a cor- 
poration in which every citizen is a stock- 
holder, every officer a mere employe—then 
this notion that wonderful things may be ex- 
pected for the state, that what is wrong 
for the citizen is right for the 
„State, or rather the official repre- 
senting the State, then this belief ‘‘voluntas 
officialis suprema iax’’ will vanish andthe 
people at last awakened will make their em- 
ployes, their servants, know their places and 
show proper deference to their masters. 
Then will ‘‘government’’—the ‘‘State’’— 
cease; or rather will be transformed into the 
true republic (nes publica’’—fhe pub- 
lic business). The ancient dragon 
of authority created and sustained by 
ignoront superstition will disappear before 
practical knowledge and unclouded reason. 
Look into your own minds, my hearers, and 
see how far your own superstition has aided 
in sustaining these enlightened and knowing 
rascais who have ‘*hoodooed’’ you and kept 
you in as cowardly fear as any poor negro un- 
der the influence of the ‘‘evileye’’ of some 
sable sorcerer, and know well that until you 
do your own thinking and do not let it out to 
any party or sect you will be held in slavery, 
the more nopeless because the fetters are 


forged byyourselyes.

OPEN ALL THE YEAR.

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President Burnet Planning the Three 
Free Bath-Houses. 


WILL BE BUILT ON LAND, LIKE OTHER 
SWIM MING-SCHOOLS. 


The City Will Furnish the Water, Which 
Will Be Heated in Winter—Efforts to 
Be Made to Complete and Open the 
Houses to the Public by the First of 
June. 


St. Louis must have free bath-houses 
opened this summer in time to be used during 
the hot monthg. 

It win have them, too, ifthe people, the 
Municipal Assembly and the Board of Public 
Improvements haveto decide it, and they 
probably will. 

But fora mistake, three of them would 
have been built last winter, and would now, 
even, be in condition for use. At the last 
session Of the Assembly, Delegate Julius 
Lehmann introduced a bil] providing for the 
construction of these bath houses, and it 
went through both branches of the Assembly 
with no opposition. The Mayor signed it 
without hesitation, and it remained for the 
Comptrolier to carry out its provisions, 
Gen. Stevenson took no interest in the 
matter and niade difficulties. Delegate 
Lehmann at last concluded that he would 
walt a year, and the Comptroller promised 
him that the money could de had at the end 
of that time. The delegate set out on the 
Plan again last fall and found that all of the 
work would have to be done over again. 

PUBLIC SENTIMENT FAVORS IT. 

Nothing daunted he took hold of it a second 
time, reinforced upon this attempt by a 
stronger public sentiment than he had be- 
fore and several resolutions in favor of the 
scheme adopted by the labor organizations. 


Delegate Lehmann went about the thing in a 


more practicaland systematic manner this 
time. He offered a resolution in the 
House of Delegates, calling upon 
the Board of Public Improvements 
to prepare and submit an ordinance 
for the three dDath-houses, with plans and es- 
timates, as is done inthe case of all other 
public buildings. The resolution was adopted 
unanimously and went tothe board, where 
its instructions are now being carried out. 

Delegate Lehmann, since the adoption of 
the resolution, has been spending much time 
about the City Hall, spurring the officials who 
nave the affair in charge now, irto activity. 
There is always in these matters a disposition 
on the part of city officials to dawale and 
talk over details to an absurd degree, and 
the Delegate is anxious to have as little de- 
lay as possible. He has the promise of Comp- 
troller stevenson’ to lay no obstacle in the 
way ofthe execution of the plans if they are 
got up in time forthe buildings to be erected 
this spring, and he is now persuading Prest- 
dent George Burnet of the necessity for 
haste. Delegate Lehmann to-day told a Poat- 
DISPATCH reporter what the plans contem- 
plated, 

PLANS EXPLAINED. 

**I suppose there's no use in telling any- 
body that the bath houses are needed, said 
he. Every large city has them, and in the 
places where they are they are considered 
just as much of anecessity asthe electric 
light or street cars. In St. Louis they are 
needed more than in New York or any other 
sea-coast city. There are more people 
drowned by bathing in the Mississippi! River 
than im acity where they can bathefrom the 
coast. Every summer the papers 
here are full of accounts of the 
drowning of persons, not only boys but men, 
who have gone out to bathe orswim. And 
then thecity has dozens of those disused 
quarries full of water in which men and boys 
bathe. They are as dangerous as the river, 
and cost the city scores of lives every sum- 
mer. It is the current andthe eddies in the 
river and cramps from the cold streams of 
water in the quarry pools that drown bathers. 
Thousands of men and doys in town 
can’t afford to pay to get 
into a swimming school during the 
summer, and they are obliged to go either to 
the river or to the quarries. We want to 
build these bath-houses for their use and not 
for those who can afford to patronize the 
regular natatoriums. 

NO FLOATING BATH-HOCSES. 

We don’t intend to build the bath-houses 
inthe river. The floating bath-house has been 
tried here and has been found to be entirely 
impracticabie. The water, for one thing, is 
generally dirty and unfit for bathing pur- 
poses, and then the river is so far away 
from the center of the city thatthe very ones 
for whom the bath- houses are intended will 
not come to them. The three houses are to 
be somewhere between Third street and 
Jefferson avenue, from east towest. One 
will be north of Cass avenue, one between 
there and Market street, and the third south 
of Chouteau avenue. Idon’tknowas much 
about the cost of the houses as Mr. 
Burnett should know, of course, but I 
think all three could be built 
easily for $25,000. The water, of course, 
would be furnished by the city free, and not 
having to pay forit, it could be changed so 
often that it would be clean all the time and 
as fresh as if the bDath-house were really a 
floating one built out in the river. After the 
first cost the expense would be trifiing, only 
the pay of the men in charge of the places 
and ode instructor at each bath house. An 
appropriation of 8, 0 a year would keep all 
the houses in the very best condition and 
provide for their repairs, too. 

**We want to get the bath-houses bullt and 
have them open by the first of June, con- 
tinued the Delegate. This can be done with 
no trouble at all, if the Board of Public Im- 
provements will hurry the plans a little and 
the Comptroller will ve us his assistance. 
The Assembly is heartily tn favor of the plan, 
and there will be no trouble about any 8 
lation we want to put jt into operation. he 
bill will go through as soon as the Board of 
Public — 11 sends it down to us, 
and we will basten it by every parllamentary 
means.

THE ‘“‘TAGEBLATT’S”’ POLICY, 


Row Which Was Aired in 
Court To-Day. 


The trial of Andrew Sendlein in the First 
District Police Court this morning proved to 
be avery amusingone. Sendlein is a Frank- 
linavenue saloon-Keeper an@ also delivers 
bottled beer in wagons, one of which he 
sometimes drives himself. Although a be- 
liever in the political doctrines of Johann 
Most, the New York anarchist, he is also one 
of the stockholdersof the Tageblatt, the organ 
of the St. Louls Socialists. He claims 


that the Tageblatt should devote 
its columns to the interest of the 
workin classes, irrespective of their 
polities, convictions, and that since the col- 
apse ot the Faroe and the transfer of that 
paper’s patronage tothe Tageblatt, the latter 
should let up on its attacks on the followers 
of Mr. Most. One day last week the Tageblatt 
published an editorial reflecting reverely on 
the Chicagoanarchists, classifying them with 
the mobs in the recent lynchings in Arkansas 
and Texas. This was too much for Mr. 
Sendiein and he wrote a postal card to Mr. 
Heppner, the managing editor of the 
paper, asking for an explanation 
of the offensive article. Receiving no reply 
he called at the office last 
Saturday night, and having his wagon whip 
in his hand, succeeded in badly scaring 
nearly everybody there, be stated this morn- 
ing, although he conducted himself in a very 
gentlemanly manner, merely asking for the 
managing editor. Mr. Heppner was out at 
the time and he took a seat to await his re- 
turn. Mr. Hoehn, associate editor of the 
paper, testified in court this morning that 
Sendiein was very abusive, and talked so 
loud that the compositors in the room above 
were all greatly disturbed. Finally Sendlein 
left and shortly afterward Mr. Heppner 
returned and was informed of the 
Ganger he had escaped. In about an hour 
Sendlein also returned and then there was 
more trouble. Mr. Heppner saw that Send- 
lein was determined to havea big row and 
ordered him out. The printers came rush 
ing down stairs when they heard the com- 
motion and the disturber was soon landed at 
the bottom of the first figut and taken to the 
Chestnut Street Police Station. 
@Mr. Heppner was the second witness 
calied, and he corroborated the testimony 
given by Mr. Hoehn. Then Mr. Sendlein 
took the stand and not being able to express 
himself as fiuently as he desire to 
in English, called for an interpreter. Mr. 
Wolff, one of the court officials, accommo- 
dated him, but Sendlein’s testimony was 
after all given for the most part in English. 
He admitted that he was an anarchist, but 
claimed that he had a right as one of the 
stockholders of the paper todemanda re- 
traction of the managing editor for one of his 
editorials or at least an explanation of it, He 
did have his whip with him, but only the 
first time. Seeing that the editorial force had 
been so badly frightened by the sight of the 
whip ou his rst visit, he left it be- 
hin on his second trip and had 
no weapon whatever, no dynamite bomb or 
anything except his hands, and he never 
once thought of injuring a single one of the 
terrified members of the editorial force. The 
abuse and rough handling were all on the 
other side. The printers were called inand 
asked to throw him down-stairs, while the 
gallant Heppner ran down in advance and 
shouted forthe police. This man Heppner 
was in fact the one who made the most dis- 
turbance, and the police that came in an- 
swer to his calls were the only ones except 
himself, of course, who conducted them- 
selves in an orderly and respectful manner. 
Judge Morris was very much amused at the 
Anarchist’s story,as also at the manner in 
which he told it and the queer English made 
use ot at times, as were all present, and the 
Marshal had considerable difficulty in keep 
ing order. The Court fined Sendiein $10 and 
costs, the costs amounting to$s.30. Send- 
lein paid the bill good-naturedly, but said 
that Mr. Heppner would hear from him 
again,

LONG RANGE CRUSADING. 

Under a maddening provocation a mob 
of citizens recently burned a negro at the 
stake in Texarkana. Thecrime they com- 
mitted was an outbreak of savagery scarce- 
ly less abhorrent to humanity than the 
crime they hoped to repress by resorting 
to cruel, unusual and unlawful punish- 
ment. 

Their plea that their wives and daugh- 
tert can be protected only by a swifter and 
more appalling punishment of ignorant 
and brutal negroes than the death sentence 
inflicted by law, is obviously defective and 
utterly fails to justify the eruelty of the 
mob. It shows only that they were too 
much infuriated to reason, to care for law 
or to refrain from committing an inhuman 
crime themselves. Doubtless they secretly 
felt this themselyes when the excitement 
wore off, and wished that they had had as 
little to do with the burning as the great 
majority of their fellow-citizens. 

But it does not follow that the papers of 
great and well policed cities are justified 
in holding up this mob horror as a proof 
that Texarkana or the State of Arkansas is 
a den of savagery. The just condemnation 
of an excited mob’s conduct does not carry 
with it the branding of a whole commu- 
nity. That sweeping method of judging 
and passing sentence of infamy upon com- 
munities at a distance is what breeds sec- 
tional animosity and introduces sectional 
vendettas into our politics. 

Getting excited about the mote in a 
neighbor’s eye, we are too apt to forget the 
beaminourown. It is much safer for a 
newspaper to assail crime and error at long 
range and in a wholesale way than to 
grapple with it fearlessly and specifically 
athome. No bigcity in this country can 
afford to invite a comparison of its moral- 
ity, its respect for law or its  free- 
dom from crime with Texarkana by 
saying: 1 am holier than thou.“ 
A mob outbreak or an unusu- 
ally barbarous lynching, is not without 
precedents in the history of big cities like 
St. Louis and New Orleans, and is liable to 
occur once in a score of years in places like 
Texarkana or Fort Scott, Kan., or in the 
best community of this country where 
there is no powerful police force to rescue 
a prisoner from a mob. 

But the metropolitan newspapers can 
condemn the violence without condemning 
the entire community as one that is less 
civilized or humane than other places. There 
is no metropolitan newspaper that cannot 
exhaust its energy and space exposing and 
condemning the prevalence of worse bru- 
tality at home thanis ever exhibited in 
exceptional and rare spasms of passion in 
Texarkana or Fort Scott. But a cheap 
reputation for virtue is not to be made by 
a hand to hand fight against powerfully 
intrenched brutality and vice at home,

What's the Matter With Illinois P 


From the New York WORLD. 

In the next Electoral College Illinois will 
have 24 votes. Added to Wisconsin’s 12 these 
just equal the vote of New York. With 
lowa’s 13 they would make one vote in excess 
of New York’s. 

As with Iowa and Wisconsin, Kansas and 
Nebraska, the Republicakh hold on Illinois has 
been gradually weakening. Grant had an 
actual majority of 56,884 in 1872, Harrison’s 
plurality of 22,195 was only 500 in excess of 
the Prohibition vote, and with the Demo- 
cratic and the Labor vote added the Republl- 
ean candidate was in a minority of 6,500 in 
1883. 

In 1890 the Democrats elected the State 
Treasurer by a plurality of 9,847. The iegis- 
lative candidates pledged to the support of 
Gen. Palmer for Senator had a majority of 
30,000. The Congressional delegation was re- 
versed from seven Democrats to thirteen Re- 
publicans to fourteen Democrats to six Re- 
publicans. And the Democratic candidates 
had an aggregate majority of 31,000. 

The victory of 1890 was a sweeping and a 
significant one for the Democrats. While it 
did not show that the State isto be counted 
on for the party in a presidential year, it does 
indicate that under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the Democrats would have a 
hopeful fighting chance there in November. 

Those circumstanees are of course the 
nomination of Senator Palmer by the Chi- 
cago Convention, with a young, vigorous and 
popular Eastern Democrat for second place. 
It now seems likely that Senator Palmer's 
name will be presented by his State, and that 
he may have a considerable support. 

Illinois thus becomes a State with interest - 
Ing possibilities and perhaps of increased im- 
portance in the coming struggle. Chicago 
has shown on tworecent occasions that the 
seat of the new empire of the West is not to 
be lightly reckoned with when questions in- 
volving all the Union of forty-four States are 
under consideration,

Why They Should Come to St. Louis. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

A correspondent ,signing ‘*‘New York Manu- 
factory, says in your issue of Saturday that 
‘*they (the Bureau of Information) invite us 
to come here and set up our establishment to 
manufacture. Will they please inform us 
why we should leave the East and come to 
St. Louis?“ 

I will answer the question in a very few 
words. Inthefirst place coal can be deliv- 


ered to manufacturers in St. Louis & an av- 
erage cost per ton of less than $1.15, as com 
pared with $1, 75 to $2.50 and even higher in 
Other large cities, As your correspondent 
says, raw matérial of almost every descrip- 
tion can be obained here at exception- 
ally low prices, while the city’s geographical 
location renders it almost without a com- 
petitor as a manufacturing point. St. Louis 
is the best rallroad center in the United 
States, and its facilities for distributing its 
products are constantly increasing, owing to 
the anxiety of the large railroad systems to 
secure a portion of its rapidly increasing 
trade. St. Louis is the only city in the United 
States which is known to any extent in 
Mexico, which Republic draws from this city 
its best and most costly supplies, particu- 
larly, it may be stated, in machinery, agri- 
cultural implements, cars, etc. St. Louis is the 
acknowledged metropolis of the West and 
Southwest, while almost the entire South 
also comes here with its orders. The country 
tributary to St. Louis is building up so 
rapidly that within a very few years the de- 
mand for manufactured goods will more than 
double itself and there will be an increased 
rush of manufacturers here from the East. 

A score of other reasons might be given as 
arguments in favor of the location of manu- 
facturers in this city, but Ihave no desire to 
encroach unduly on your space. Itis impor- 
tant, however, to remind your correspondent 
and those who have read his letter, that no 
city in the United States shows such an enor- 
mous increase in manufactures during the 
last ten years, the output having been more 
than doubled in several lines, while in some 
the returns for 1890 are ten and even fifteen 
times as large as those for 1880. Your corre- 
spondent mentions especially street cars.

steam railroad cars ever given to one indl-

Suppressing Divorce Cases at the Circuit 
Clerk’s Office—Suits in Court. 


Suppressing divorce suits of prominent per- 
sons is becoming quite a fad in the Cirenit 
Clerk’s office. Two sults which were 
flled on Saturday were kept off 
of the books until after office hours. Tue 
papers have not yet been given to the 


ss, although a demand was made for 
hem on Saturday evening after the plot was 
discovered. The suits in question are those 
of Harry W. Chambers against Inis C. Cham- 
bers and Agnes W. Macbeth — 
James R. Macbeth. Col. Robt. W. le, 
the attorney in the Macbeth case, was 
seen by a Post-DIsPpaTcu reporter to-day and 
admitted that his suit was a divorce case on 
the ground of desertion, but denied that he 
had made any attempt to have it suppressed, 
Judge William C. Jones, the attorney in the 
Chambers case, refused to give up the 
papers, and the nature of that suit, 
as far as kowledge of factsis concerned, 
yond those immediately interested, is con- 
jecture. Thomas Dunn, the issuing clerk in 
the Circuit Clerk’s office, says it ils a divorce 
suit and that Chambers is a mem- 
ber of a prominent family dere. 
This makes the fourth ease which has beer 
worked through or attempted to be worked 
through the Circuit Olerk’s office in the last 
few months. 

The manner in which the suppression 
scheme was concocted, worked and discov- 
ered is interesting. A short time before the 
closing hour of the Circuit Clerk’s office on 
Saturday afternoon Judge William C. Jones 
appeared in the office, and, going De- 
hind the railing, held a whispered 
conversation with E. 8. Jeffreys, who 
receives the petitions of suits when filled and 
makes an entry of them on tfe docket book. 
Judge Jones then left the ofice,accompanied 
by Thomas Dunn, one of tne deputy clerks, 
who returned in a short time. 

At 5 o'clock, the hour for closing, the clerks 
began Sonning their hats and overcoats pre- 
paratory to leaving, and the reporters left 
the office. The mysterious visit of Judge 
Jones was discussed by abatch of news- 
gatherers whose suspicions were aroused 
that'a suit ead been filed.

It was supposed that some deadly substance, 
used by Peter Jarrett, a hunter, in killing 


game or curing furs had found its way into 
the box by accident. Since then it has been 
discovered that the poison was 
arsenic and circumstantial evidence 
seems to indicate that it was put in 
the box of soda by John Francis of Alome- 
non, an indian hunter and guide, to pay offa 

rudge. Several years ago Peter Jarrett, a 
‘rench Canadian, accompanied by his wife 
and two children, went to Grand Lake, about 
tweaty miles northwest of Potter, and erect- 
ed a camp. In the spring of 1891 he, his wife 
and children began to lose their excellent 
health. At last Jarrett became unable to 
drag himself around and lay upon his bed a 
swollen disfigured being. The boy, a smart, 
bright little fellow, became sallow and 
withered. Mrs. Jarrett, a mere shadow of 
herself, dragged about the house nerve- 
less and numb. On July 12 Jarrett 
died and the poor woman, unableto work 
was obliged to move out to Mount Chase anc 
ask assistance of the town.

The Call- 
fornians know Needham, who has a saloon at 
Oakland, across the bay from San Francisco, 
and have seen him win severalfights. Ryan, 
however, has never been on the coast. It is 
principally Chicago money that 4s being 
wagered on him. Needham’s admirers argue 
that their man was sick when he met Ryan 
before, andalso, that his hands were gone. 
They state that he is now in prime condition, 
and that his hands arein splendid shape. 
If it took Ryan seventy-six rounds of 
hard fighting to whip Needham when 
the latter was sick and crippled they argue 
that it will be impossible for the Chicagoan 
to winwhen the St. Paul man is in good 
shape. There is a great deal of logic in this 
argument, providing the claims made in 
Needham’s behalf are true. It is not prob- 
able, however, that he wasa very sick man 
the night he fought Ryan until after the Dat- 
tle, when he naturally felt somewhat sick. 
His hands did trouble him some, but there is 
a question whether he could have won, even 
were his hands better. Ryan is 
the younger and has greatly 
inproved since that contest, which was really 
his first battle of note, and he should and 
probably will »in to-night’s encounter 
despite the fact that his antagonist is the 
favorite in the betting. 

Fitzsimmons promises to entertheringa big 
favorite in his contest with Maher Wednes- 
day night. The Australian is a wonder- 
fully clever fighter anda hard man to beat. 
Most remarkable stories of his condl- 
tion and prowess come

schools of comedy. This comparison, from 
an artistic standpoint, is to Miss Coghlan’s 
advantage, for which the difference in treat- 
mentof the same theme by the adapters 
is partly responsible. Miss Barry is a 
large and exceedingly handsome English- 
woman with a personality full of the magnet- 
ism of healthy enjoyment of life, a laugh 
and a smile that captures her audience with 
its suggestion of mischief loving at the very 
start, a walk and general Grawing-room 
bearing—when in skirts—very like Mrs. Ken- 
dal nationally and a British accent that must 
fll a New York Anglomaniac’s soul with 
envy. Asthe Hon. Mrs. Margaret Vane, or 
Lady Betty’’ to ner familiars, Miss Barry, 
in Thomas’ version of Von Moser’s work, 
has a rollicking part of most exuberant viral- 
ity in its grasp ofthe funny side of life. The 
dashing, fast-driving widow, who knows 
men apparently as well in their club exist - 
ence asin more decorous society ways, 
appears in serene contrast with the at first 
unsuspecting wife, Mrs. Sophie Sedley (Mary 
Shaw), and the innocent young heroine, 
Nellie Stanton (Ellen Prom), whom she 
laughingly patronizes as only a *‘knowing’’ 
woman can patronize other women. When 
the plot of the story requires Lady Betty to 
appear in the character of a dashing French 
officer of Chasseurs the audience sees a very 
manly and swaggering figure in untform, but 
it misses the exquisite mingling of mock 
bravado and real modesty which character 
izes Miss Coghlan’s acting in a similar scene. 
The rather perilous interview in the bed 
chamber between the real Capt. Chandon (J. 
H. Gilmour) and Miss Barry’s counterfeit is, 
in Gus Thomas’ version, decidedly louder in 
suggestion,and the necessity for Lady Betty’s 
turning on the fire alarm to escape from her 
compromising situation leaves an unpleas- 
ant taste in the mouth. But the acting is au- 
mirable, in the vein demanded by the treat- 
ment ot the story, and the scene in question 
keeps the audience breathless with its pecu- 
liar dramatic tension, 

The company supporting Miss Barry is an 
excellent one. Mr. Gilmour makes. a most 
acceptable Capt. Chandon, and his hand- 
some stage presence fits him forthe part of 
the devoted lover of such afine woman as 
Lady Betty. As Mrs. Sedley Miss Shaw does 
some graceful and expressive comedy work. 
Owen Westford makes a hit in the character 
of Oakley Sedley, which he presents very 
amusingly .Bert Andruss was a graceful young 
lover as Claude Delmont, while the Nellie 
Stanton of Miss Ellen Prom is winning and 
lovable. Alfred Fisher’s Commodore Stanton 
would be better for just a trifle more gentle - 
manly finish tothe trascible old sea-dog’s 
manner. An especially strong feature of the 
play is its admirable dialogue, crisp, telling, 
and dramatic in every line.

Science in Bread Making. 

At a recent annual meeting of the American 
Chemical Society, held in Washington, D. C., 
the question of the value of carbonate of 
ammonia as a leavening agent in bread, or as 
used in baking powders, came up for discus- 
sion, in which Prof. Barker of the University 
ot Pennsylvania and President of the Society, 
Dr. Richardson, late of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in Washington, Dr. 
Wm. McMurtrie, late Professor of Chemistry 
in the University of Illinois; Dr. E. H. Bart- 
ley, late Chemist of the Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
Board of Health and Professor of Chemistry 
of the Long Island College, and others took 
part. 

The consensus of opinion was overwhelm- 
ing in favor of the employment of am- 
monia. Itwas stated as a fact that am- 
monia rendered the gluten of the flour more 
soluble than the original gluten, and that the 
bread in which this action was produced by 
carbonate of ammonia must be more digest- 
ible and hence more healthful, and bebause 
of the extreme volatility of carbonate of am- 
monia and its complete expulsion from the 
bread inthe process of baking, it is one of 
the most useful, most healthful and most val- 
uable leavening agents known. 

These conclusions are borne out by the 
very elaborate and exhaustive experiments 
made by Prof. J. W. Mallet of the University 
of Virginia, which show conclusively that 
bread made witha baking powder in which 
1 per cent of carbonate of ammonia is used, 
in connection with cream of tartar and soda, 
is not only of uniformly better color and 
texture, but a product more wholesome, be- 


‘cause the ammonia serves to neutralize any 


organic or lactic acids present in the flour,
